Henderson went off in- 
jured during the 0-5 loss to 
Czechoslovakia at the 
Sydney Sports Ground last 
Sunday and told me after- 
wards his doctor had ad- 
vised him to rest for six 
weeks. 


Henderson has a hip and 
groin injury, apparently 
sustained on the Socce- 
roos’ tour of China and 
Taiwan. 


His replacement in Mel- 
bourne is likely to be Jim 
Campbell of Heidelberg or 
perhaps George Christ- 
opoulos of South Mel- 
bourne. Both came on as 
substitutes in Sydney. 







Henderson played at 
centre back in the first 
Test (0-4) in Canberra but 
moved up into midfield in 
Sydney, with Arno Ber- 
tonga going to centre back. 

Although the 0-5 loss on 
Sunday was our biggest 
international defeat ce 
North Korea thrashed us 
6-1 in the 1965 World Cup 
elimination series, Aust- 
ralia at jeast turned in a 
commendable first half. 

During this period, there 
was more method, dis- 
cipline and spirit about the 
Socceroos’ play and Rudi 
Gutendorf’s policy of ¢on- 
tainment proved effective. 
Australia could even have 
taken the lead with a 
chance by Henderson.

Brisbane Lions have sold their leading 
goalscorer of last season, centre forward 
Tony Brennan, to Canberra City, for $15,000. 


The deal also involves ihe 
permanent transfer of 
Canberra utility player Step- 
hen Hogg, who initially had 
been obtained on loan for one 
season. 

Bearing in mind Hogg's 
value as a youth international, 
the transaction is worth more 
than $20,000 to Brisbane Lions. 

Since making his debut in 
the Brisbane First Division a 
few seasons back, Brennan 
consistently has been one of 
Queensland’s best known per- 
sonalities. 

He is a protege of Lions’ 
coach Matt Carson, who took 
Brennan with him into PSL 
midway through last season, 
when he switched from State 
League Club Southside Eagles. 

Brennan soon made an 
impact in the League and was 
selected in the Australian 
squad by Rudi Gutendorf to 
play against Partizan Bel- 
grade in Newcastle. 

Brennan and his Lions team- 
mate Nigel Lownds sub- 
sequently were sent home for 
allegedly disobeying a curfew 
order. 

Brennan toured Italy suc- 
cessfully in the off season with 
Ray Richards’ all star team. 

He has made it known for 
some time that he wanted to 
leave Brisbane this year, 
chiefly for personal reasons. 

Rale Rasic came to Bris- 
bane late last year in an at- 
tempt to sign Brennan, who 
eventually rejected the higher 
cash offer from Adelaide City. 

He preferred to go to 
Canberra and has secured a 
transfer in his job as a bank of- 
ficer. 

Meanwhile, Canberra coach 
Vic Fernandez remains con- 
fident of signing Walter Valeri 
and Sebastian Giampaolo of 
Inter Monaro. 

This would give him a for- 
ward line of Giampaolo — 
Brennan — Valeri, with Terry 
Byrne, also a goalscorer, play- 
ing from behind. 

Inter Monaro valued Valeri 
and Giampaolo at a total of 
$52,000 but after an appeal by 
the players, the price was low- 
ered to $44,000. 

But Fernandez hopes the 
price will come down to about 
$30,000 after talks between the 
ASF, the NSW Federation and 
Inter Monaro. 

New Zealand internationals 
Richard Wilson and Duncan 
Cole are still the subject of a 
dispute with the NZ Feder- 
ation, which wants Canberra 
to lodge a $10,000 bond for each 
of them, guaranteeing that 
they will be released for New 
Zealand's World Cup matches. 

Wilson's solicitor has ad- 
vised that the NZ Federation's 
demand would not hold up in 
court. Canberra has advised 
the NZ Federation that it will 
release the two players for 
international duty and that it 
even will give them special in- 
centives to be included in their 
national team. 

Canberra beat Rapid Wrest 
Point 52 in Hobart at the 
weekend, with goals by Bren- 
nan (2), Phil Reiss, Isaac Far- 
rell and Valeri. 

The result follows Ca- 
nberra's 4-1 victory over 1979 
ACT champion Croatia Dea- 
kin. Scorers in that game were 
Byrne, Giampaolo, John 
O’Shea and Don McLaren. 

In other Brisbane Lions 
news, it was announced that 
Socceroo defender Col Bennett 
had agreed to terms for the 
new season.

Alas, our Jimboy man- 
aged to put his knee to the ball 
and it bounced high and 
straight to the head of Nehoda, 
who quickly headed over 
Tansey to Kroupa some six 
metres from the line. Kroupa, 
who was on the pitch no more 
than 10 seconds hardly had 
time to say thank you before 
pushing it wide of Woodhouse 
to make it 4:0. 

With one minute of play re- 
maining, the rampaging vis- 
itors scored after a solo effort 
by Jan Kozak to complete a 
very unhappy eight days for 
Australian soccer. 

I've said it before and I am 
sure that most fans wil] agree 
that the Czechs are a great 
team, and possibly three to 
four goals better than Aust- 
ralia any day.

I had promised myself that 1 would make no comments on the 
Socceroos this time. But when Australian soccer slowly but 
surely beomes a laughing stock, then it must be of concern to 
everyone who works for or supports soccer in this country. 

You may remember that I severely criticised the ASF when 
they appointed Jim Shoulder as our national coach. 

I pointed out at the time that we already had several good 
coaches in Australia who had more experience than Jim. 

Unfortunately, my prediction that we would NOT make it to the 
World Cup, turned out to be correct. However, this would not 
have been so bad if the ASF had learned something. 

I must admit that they did not appoint a coach who had never 
coached a team before. Just the opposite, as Mr GutendorT surely 
would qualify as manager for a travel agency.

However, the important thing is that, as far as I can see, we are 
not any closer to having a world-class national team now than we 
were 12 months ago.

So, what made me change my mind about making any com- 
ments on the Socceroos?

Essendon Croatia’s close- 
season signing of Noel Mitten 
of Frankston City surprised 


many people. 

Some queried the wisdom of 
signing a centre forward when 
the club already had Victoria 
team striker Carl Gilder es- 
tablished in the side. 

Others decided that Gilder 
was going to transfer to anoth- 
er club, and that Mitten was 
the replacement. 


However, Mitten and Gilder 


look set to form a dangerous 
Striking combination with the 
aid of the tiny dynamo Tommy 
Cumming. 

Close analysis reveals 
Mitten and Gilder to be quite 
different types of players, with 
different strengths that will 
benefit the other. 

Different styles or not, both 
are goalscorers, which can 
only make Croatia a more dan- 
gerous attacking unit, 

Gilder scored 23 goals last 
season, and Mitten 24 goals — 
making them the highest 
scorers in the State League. 


Mitten is a player who likes 
running at defences. He 
deceptive speed, and 
close control which enables 
him to ‘worm’ past defenders. 

Often Mitten will go to the 
flanks in search of the ball, so 
he has the space to receive a 
pass, turn and attack defend- 
ers. 

He has the ability to go out- 
side a defence, and to the line 
to cut the ball back, as well as 
cut inside for a shot at goal. 

Gilder is a strong player, 
whose effectiveness depends 
more on his team mates. He 
relishes a right situation in 
which he has to shield the Dall 
and lay it off to a team mate, 
or perhaps turn with a defend- 
er pressing him hard. 


Gilder needs good service, 
and good support from team 
mates, being a target man — 
the target for balls out of 
defence or from midfield, 
which he will hold and wait for 
support, before laying off*to 
start a move. 

Mitten will play a ‘seconda- 
ry’ role as a support player to 
Gilder, looking for Gilder’s 
early lay offs and flicks which 
will give him the time and 
space to display his skills. 


Mitten has got off toa great 
start with Croatia, scoring in 
each of the three games he has 
played. 

Gilder returned to Australia 
this week, and is probably 
lacking in fitness and match 
practice. 


However, the combination 
may take the field for the first 
time in the Ampol Cup semi 
finals next week.

‘We 
haven't got the players to match them at that sort of

Cole, the top Philips League goalscorer of Heidelberg 
Uni, made his analysis after the Socceroos’ 0-4 defeat in 
Canberra 

After stodying the Czech defence, Cole believes the 
pace of Phil O'Connor, Peter Sharne and Tommy 
Cumming could cause considerable headaches for the 
wisitors 

“The Czech defence was showed up to be slow,”’ said 
Cole “The likes of O'Connor, Cumming, Sharne and 
muyself can hike 2 bit, and we can use this to test out the 
Czecb back four. 

“The Czechs cover well in defence but quick counter- 
attacks could catch them out.”’ 

Cole said that the Socceroos created three good scor- 
img Chances against the Czechs in Canberra and that if 
ome of them had been taken, the Australian soccer 
public would have viewed the result differently. 

“The Canberra game shouldn't be considered a dis- 
aster,” em ised Cole. “In fact, I think 4-0 flattered 
the Czechs. Had we scored a goal to make it 1-4, people 
would think differently. 

“When we first cdme off the pitch, coach Rudi Gut- 
endorf was happy with our performance. Then he and 
the players were hit with criticism from the media,”’ 

Gutendorf had in fact warned the Australian soccer 
public, via the media, to expect defeats at the hands of 
the Czechs as he was determined that his team should 
attack flat-out. 

But the defeat was not a debacle in Cole’s mind. 

“The Czechs didn’t make us look silly,” he said. 

“Each goal they scored can be attributed to failure on 
our behalf. 

“Despite a few lapses, the Australians concentrated 
throughout the # minutes. We had the Czechs pushing 
the ball across the park, instead of knocking it into far- 
ward positions. 

“Considering our preparation for the match, it was a 
good result.’’ Cole underlined the Australians’ lack of 
preparation by saying he was probably one of the fitter 
players in the squad, yet had been back from his holi- 
days only three weeks.

“Two of the boys who took the field against the 
Czechs — Jim Tansey and John Coyne — had been back 
from holiday only one week,” said Cole. ‘‘The Austral- 
ian squad was made up of 17 unfit individuals, playing 
out of season.”” 

Back on the topic of concentration by the players 
during games, Cole said the national side was showing 
the influence of the Victorian State team. 

“The victorian team concentrates for the full 90 
minutes now,” said Cole, ‘“‘whereas early last season we 
didn’t. The game a ainst Norwhich City last May 
showed this, as we led 2-0 but conceded four goals near 
the end. 

“In comparison, the game against Red Star last 
month showed the Victorian team concentrating for the 
full game. Because of this concentration, we were able 
to beat Red Star, even though many players had just 
returned from holidays.”’ 

Four Victorian players — Cole, Cumming; Tansey 
and Jimmy Rooney — were in the starting Australian 
line-up against the Czechs in Canberra. 

Cole was used as a midfielder, a position strange to 
him, 

“Tt was difficult to adapt to the midfield,’’ said Cole. 
“It took me about 35 minutes to learn how to regain my 
breath and recuperate from a period of hard work. 

“After about 30 minutes I was shattered but then I 
discovered how to ‘rest’ in the midfield. I was sent out 
as an attacking midfielder but it was difficult bursting 
into attack and then having to chase back into defence.’ 

Cole at present is No. 2 centre forward in the national 
squad behind Marconi’s Eddie Krncevic, Cole, however, 
doesn’t begrudge Krncevic his place. 

**At the moment, Eddie is in fantastic form,” praised 
Cole, ‘His finishing is unbelievable. In China and at the 
recent training camp he was scoring goals from all 
angles and all distances. 

“That's why he’s playing and that’s the way it should 
be.

Cole, however, hasn’t heard from the Greek clubs and 
bas heard only whispers and rumours from Heidelberg.

impossible for Cole to travel to and fro. 

In the event of one of the Greek clubs making an offer 
to Cole, 1 think he would choose to stay and play for 
Australia. 

Meanwhile, Cole has revealed that Australian soccer 
Federation president Sir Arthur George soon will have 
discussions with the Victorian Education Department 
regarding his position. 

As the World Cup preliminary matches draw closer,

His soccer commitments often will clash with his em- 
ployment as a teacher. 

Cole obviously has no desire to quit his job with the 
Education Department and wouldn't consider cutting 
back the time he devotes to soccer. 


“There is a glut of teachers at present,” said Cole, 
“tand if I were to resign I wouldn’t get my job back. The 
Education Department may even take a dim view of the 
situation regarding my time off.”

WANTS 

HIS PLACE 
BACK 


once the fastest full back in 


Australia, is now a forgotten man. 

In two short years he has faded into obscurity 
after having been a sensation in an otherwise dull 
and colorless Socceroo combination. 


The leg injuries that threatened his career and pre- 
vented him from playing with club and country are now 
healed but there are lingering doubts sbout his speed. 
Will ‘Bullet’ still have the swift, smooth stride that was 


his trademark? 

‘Bullet’ is 28-year-old 
Canberra City defender Harry 
Willams, who in 1970 became 
the first Aboriginal to wear the 
green and gold of the Socce- 
roos 


A decade has passed since 
Williams made history in Hong 
Kong and now he’s facing the 
biggest challenge of his dis- 

career: an attempt 
to re-establish himself in the 
Australian team after being 
Written off as a contender. 

The softly-spoken Williams 
bas an aura of great deter- 
mination about him. 

“I have a burning desire to 
return to the Australian 
team,” be said deliberately. “T 


gold in Spain in 1982. 

“To do this I must start all 
over again. I made it to the 
World Cup finals in 1974 with 
Australia but that doesn’t 
count now. 

“TI know it will take a lot of 
effort to make it back but it’s 
in my character to strive that 
little bit harder. I have no 
doubts about my ultimate 
— to be in our team in Spain. 

Williams, a veteran of 3 
games for Australia including 
18 full internationals, knows he 
has many barriers to over- 
come. 

“People tend to think I 
belong to another era because 
I played in the 1974 World Cup 
team and that I’m out of the 
running for any future Austral- 
jan team,” he said. 

Williams said he didn't like 
to think of his return to active 
playing as a ‘comeback’ 


“It doesn’t take people very 
long to forget,”’ said Williams. 
“T was out for a short while 
and was forgotten. That’s 
human nature. 

“But I didn’t retire or walk 
out of soccer; I had a groin 
injury and then a hamstring 
injury and was unable to play. 
I desperately wanted to be fit 
and playing, but I had to wait 
until late last season.’ 

Williams obviously will need 
time to settle in to the 
Canberra City line up. He will 
be like a ‘new chum’ having 
played only four senior 
matches in-nearly two seasons 
with City. 


“Coach Vic Fernandez has 
seven or eight warm-up games 
arranged before the com- 
petition starts,’ said Wil- 
liams, “‘and I will be able to 
get back into the swing during 
these matches. I lack match 
fitness at the moment, but 
have done a lot of other fitness 
work.” 

And what about the old Wil- 
liams dash? 

“Tt’s hard to say if I will 
have the same speed as | did 
before the lay off,’’ said Wil- 
liams. “It’s a question I have 
been continually asking my- 
self, but I have no answer. 

“The real test will be the 
practice matches. Only then 
will I know if I’m any slower, 
and by how much. “But my 
legs feel in good shape.” 

However, Williams has 
looked promising in training. 

“T have been able to keep up 
with Walter Valeri, Kenny 
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Kawaleva and Sebastian 
Giampaolo,”’ said Williams 
“They are the quickest in the 
Squad at the moment and fast 
by any standards. 

“T haven’t run flat out yet, 
but I think I've had some good 
indications that I will be 
nearly as fast as I was before 
the injuries.”’ 

Williams’ immediate prob- 
lems, however, may be minis- 
cule compared with the prob- 
lem he will face later on the 
toad back to the Australian 
team. 

The barrier facing him is 
one JIm Tansey, who has a 
vice-like grip on the left back 
position in the Socceroo team. 

“J've been following the 
national team’s results,’’ said 
Williams, ‘‘and realise JImmy 
has been going well. He’s a 
friend of mine and I have noth- 
ing against him. 

“T will be competing against 
him for a place. His presence 
makes my task more difficult 
but I never have thought it 
would be easy. 

“Midway through last 
season | played half a dozen 
games with the Canberra City 
Roos in the ACT First Divi- 
sion. I found playing at that 
level was difficult and realised 
then it would be hard work to 
again play international soc- 
cer. 

“I'm under no illusions. I 
know I have much hard work 
to do.” 

Williams also realises thata 
return to top form still could 
not guarantee a place in the 
Socceroo team.

“The thing that matters 
most is Rudi Gutendorf’s opin- 
ion,’ said Williams. ‘He 
selects the players according 
to his thinking, not anyone 
else's.” 

Williams; however, has time 
on his side. He Is still oniy 28, 
younger than several other 
players currently in the Aus- 
tralian team. 

“Age should not come into 
it,’ said Williams. ‘Eighteen 
or 38, it is ability that matters 
in soccer. 

“TJ honestly think that in 
international soccer, ex- 
perience is more important 
than youth, speed and ag- 
gression.”’ 

Williams made his point by 
saying that the Australian 
team that facing 
Czechoslovakia was ‘unbalan- 
ced’. 

“The national team needs 
experience first and fore- 
most,’’ said Williams. ‘‘I think 
there are players in this coun- 
try who would greatly benefit 
the Australian side, but they 
are not considered.” 

Williams named Murray 
Barnes and Peter Stone as two 
players who are proven at 
international level. 

“I'm adamant that more ex- 
perienced players must be in- 
troduced,’’ said Williams. 
“It’s essential that youngsters 
are given a go, but a correct 
balance must be found. 

“Australia didn’t have the 
correct balance against 
Czechoslovakia in Canberra. 
With more experienced play- 
ers, Australia would have done 
better.”’ 

Williams’ attitude is not a 
selfish one. He's not saying 
youngsters should be kept on 
the sidelines at the expense of 
older players like himself. 

In fact, Williams suffered 
great disappointment because 
former national coach Rale 
Rasic followed the ‘experience 
before youth’ policy. 

Williams’ disappointment 
came in the 1974 World Cup 
finals in West Germany. He 
takes up the story. 

“Col Curran was injored 
early in the tour, and was 
doubtful for the World Cup ga- 
mes,’’ said Williams. ‘But he 
managed to get fit enough to 
play in West Germany, al- 
though he was far from 100%. 


“IT thought I should have 
played at least two of the 
World Cup games but in the 
end played only as a substitute 
for 16 minutes,” it was a great 
disappointment. 


“I realise now that Rasic 
had the choice between ex- 
perience and youth and went 
for experience, even though 
Curran was still carrying an 
injury.”’ 

Back to the present and the 
hopes of Canberra City. 


“| think Canberra City will 
surprise many people this sea- 
son,”’ said Williams. ““We had 
all the ingredients last season 
but didn’t realise our poten- 
tial. 


“This season we have an 
ever better squad and a [ot of 
confidence.’” 


Canberra’s new players in- 
clude John, Robert and Mike 
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Heidelberg’s Jim Tansey trips over the leg of West Adelaide for- 


ward lan McGregor. Tansey now holds the Australian left back posi- 
tion which Harry Williams wants back. 


O'Shea (from St. George), 
Duncan Cole, Richard Wilson 
(NZ internationals) and, of 
course, Williams. 

Giampaolo and Valeri may 
join from NSW State League 
club Inter Monaro. 

“Vic Fernandez was under a 
lot of pressure last season be- 
cause it was his first year in 
the job,”’ said Williams. ‘'The 
players who joined from over- 
seas are now fully settled in.

THE WHOLE of Greece appeared to be celebrating the 
national team’s splendid 1-0 victory over Russia, which 
put them into the European Championship finals for the 


first time. 


National team manager 
Alketas Pariagulias has un- 
doubtedly done a marvellous 
job, resisting public opinion 
which clamoured for the reten- 
tion of old established stars, 
but the manager persevered 
with his programme of reju- 
venation and is being rewar- 
ded beyond the wildest 
dreams. 

When the draw was made it 
appeared that Hungary and 
Russia would decide the group 
winner between them. Now 
these giants of European 
soccer have both been thrown 
out! Whether Greece could 
make an impact in the Eu- 
ropean finals is of course quite 
another matter. 

The manager is willing to 
give a chance to young players 
like Kousoulakis, Xantho- 
poulos (both Iraklis), Liv- 
athinos (Panathinaikos) and 
Anastopoulos (Panionios). 

Panagulias argues that 
these players have shown a 
willingness to fight and they 
should, together with ex- 
perienced men like Delikaris 
(Panathinaikos), Mavron 
(AEK) and Chatzipanajis (I- 
raklis) produce a Greek team 
that will give a good account of 
themselves against any op- 
position. 

Greek clubs too, look back 
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on a highly successful domes- 
tic season. For three long 
years gates were dropping 
until last term brought a 
dramatic improvement. 

_A total of 2,502,810 paid ad- 
mission to the 306 League 
games, for an average of 8,180. 

The year before the average 
was 6,600 and that means a 
rise of 24 per cent. 

Total receipts amounted to 
4} million pounds. The most 
popular club remain Olum- 
piakos Pireaus who sold 4)7,- 
000 tickets for the 17 home 
games. 

Average attendance 24,560. 
They were followed by AEK, 
Panathinaikos, PAOK and 
Aris. 

The highest attendance was 
registered at Salonika, where 
41,910 watched PAOK v. AEK, 
bringing in 95,000 pounds at the 
gate. In al] 792 goals were 
scored — 2.6 per match. The 
leading scorers were: Mavros. 
(AEK) with 31 and joint 
second best in Europe; Bajev- 
ic (AEK) and Kottis (Rhodos) 
24, Alvarez (Panathinaikos) 
16; Guerino and Orfanos (both 
PAOK) 15 each. 

The only sour note, at the 
Very end, was provided by 
Olympiakos’ refusal to play- 
off for the title, against AEK, 
after the clubs finished level 
on points. Referee Ioannidis 
and the AEK team waited at 
the neutral Panathinaikos sta- 
dium for ten minutes, then 
AEK were declared 
champions. 

Two. matches from the end 
Olympiakos had a two-point 
lead at the top, then followed a 
0-0 against Kastoria, where 
Olympiakos missed three pen- 
alties! AEK were trailing one 
point behind, but won their last 
game 7-2, while Olympiakos 
could only manage a 33 v. 
Iraklis in Crete. The referee 
“gave’’ the home team an of- 
fside goal and refused Olym- 
Piakos a penalty, it was 
claimed. 

The Pireaus club called an 
extraordinary general meeting 
of its vast membership but 
they decided that the team 
should not play-off for the 
championship, as they felt 
cheated by the referees. The 
rejuvenated team led by the 
Yugoslav Veselinovic, should 
have taken the title, but if you 
haven't got a penalty expert, 
what can you expect? 

A year ago AEK were 
champions and cup winners 
under Tschik Cajkovski. Then 
came the famous Ferenc 
Puskas and led the side to the

The shock decision is sure to bring angry responses from 
Metropolitan League clubs, who will see the axing of the knock 
out competition as a backward step. 


Soccer House has made no 
official explanation, but it 
looks a plain case of the VSF 
hierarchy considering the 
Burns Cup as unnecessary 
extra work for the adminis- 
tration. 

The decision to axe the com- 
petition was made by the VSF 
Board of Management — a 
group of men with no direct 
interest in the Metropolitan 

‘ League. 

“The competition was named 
after the late Tommy Burns, a 
former VSF vice-president 
and patron, who died in 1978. 

The imaugural (and final) 
Tommy Burns Memorial Cup 
was won by Ringwood City, 
which defeated Western 
Suburbs 4-) at Wembley Park, 
Box Hill, early last season. 

The pre-season knock out 
competition for Metropolitan 
League clubs before the in- 
auguration of the Burns Cup 
was the Cumberland Cup.

Johnston hinted at this 
when he made a surprise 
visit to his home at Fish- 
ing Point, a Lake Mac- 
quarie centre.

The only player McLachlan 
has lost is centre half John 
Cain, the hard man in the back 
line. 

“The loss of John was a pi- 
ty,’ admits the coach, “‘but 
the terms we offered him we- 
ren’t suitable and he felt he 
had to go to Perth. We hope 
there will be an opportunity 
for him to come back but we 
can’t stand and wait in the 
meantime.” 

Three youngsters from the 
reserves have been added to 
the senior squad following an 
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Ampol Cup. They are Jeff 
Banagan — the fourth in the 
line of Banagan brothers, 
Bernie Torner — son of former 
Richmond Alemania player 
Gerry Torner, and Turi De 
Freitas. — a gifted utility 
who's filled many roles in the 
reserves. 

“They may not get many 
games in the first team, 
“warns McLachlan, ‘‘but it is 
in our interest to work on 
them. Once the season starts, I 
hope to have them for an extra 
night’s specialised training 
every week along with the pick 
of the club's juniors.”’ 

So things are taking shape 
slowly. But although the club 
is retaining the bulk of last 
year's squad, it doesn’t mean 
there won't be changes.

Other English clubs with a high record of 
draws over this period are Gillingham 46, 
Sheffield Wednesday 44, Oxford 41, Mansfield 
39 and Everton 38.
